After 20 years of experiment, 
tangelo, a new' fruit with the 
g o o d , fruits were teated, at first with indif 


ferent success. 
Untiring study finally yielded some 
fifty-seven 
varieties, 
all 
successful, 
though not ail suited for commercial 
production. 
Two hybrids, promising 
enough for extensive raising, wrere in­ 
tensively tested and improved and are 
now 
being 
raised commercially 
in 
South Dade county, Florida. 
Others 
are still being developed in this coun­ 
try and the Philippines. 
The two 
varieties 
especially 
ap­ 
proved bv the department of agricul­ 
ture are tile Thornton and the Samp­ 
son. both named for the men who 
made the successful tests resulting in 
these types. 
In appearance these hy­ 
brids are a cross between the tanger­ 
ine and grapefruit from which they 
were evolved. They have the coloring 
of an orange and the so called kid 
glove skin of the tangerine rather too 
thin for preserving. 


In size, as in appearance, the tan­ 
gelo is a betwixt and between, reach­ 
ing, under favorable conditions, the 
proportions of an unusually large or­ 
ange. Its flavor can best be described 
I as that of the grapefruit without its 
bitterness, but still retaining its pun­ 
gent tang. 
The Thornton is of par­ 
ticularly good flavor and has the ad­ 
ditional recommendation that it has 
not the grapefruit’s tendency to squirt 
■ juice in the eye of the eater if at- 
j tacked suddenly. 
i 
The Thornton ripens in late winter 
and the Sampson in spring and early 
summer. 
Long before it is ripe for 
picking, the fruit takes on Its golden 
I color. 
This feature is causing the 
'department some anxiety, as inexperi- 
i enced growers are liable to ahip the 
I fruit prematurely. 
It then reaches 
. the market still unripe and produces a 
1 bad impression at a time when a good 


one is needed, if the fruit is to be I 
used generally. 
The tangelo has been tested chiefly ! 
in Florida, but it is believed that it 
may be grown in any state producing 
grapefruit. 
Experimental growers are 
hopeful that it will be adaptable to 
Alabama planting conditions, as so 
far it is not easily susceptible to the 
citrus canker, a disease that 
has 
threatened citrus fruit production in 
Alabama for several years. 
The origin of the name tangelo is 
not at first apparent to many persons 
accustomed to call the pomelo by the 
popular name of grapefruit or shad­ 
dock. The new fruit was given a short­ 
ened combination of the names of the 
parent trees—tangerine and pomelo. 
The department of agriculture be­ 
lieves that the tangelo will make a 


I name for itself if properly grown and 
I marketed, and that It will be a house­ 


hold breakfast fruit when once it is 
being produced extensively enough to 
be sold cheaply. 
Just now the ama­ 
teur is not being urged to invest in 
a tangelo grove. 
One, or several, of 
the new trees might advisedly be 
planted and studied by individuals 
with a view toward commercial cul­ 
ture when the peculiarities and re­ 
quirements are understood. 
This is 
the method adopted by both amateur 
and professional growers. 
Often a 
professional grower will experiment 
with a number of the fancy fruits or 
hybrids, planting them among the 
other trees of his grove. 
The tangelo tree in blossom is a 
beautiful sight. 
It is a desirable fea­ 
ture of the home garden In citrus 
growing states. The old English cus­ 
tom of planting orange or lemon trees 
for decoration is being adopted in this 


country, and the tangelo it advocated 
as a hardy evergreen, requiring littlo 
more attention than any other tree of 
citrus stock.

The British navy is today absolute 
mistress of the sea. 
Self respect and 
wise regard for the future seem to 
demand that the United States have a 
navy no less strong than Britain's. The 
fact that the relations c the two pow­ 
ers are today on a ti iuer basis of 
friendship than ever, with no cloud on 
the horizon, does not really change the 
situation. 
According to one point of 
view, It makes it all the more desir­ 
able to strengthen our own navy. 
Admiral Badger, in explaining to a 
congressional 
committee 
the 
navy 
boards building program, took this 
view. 
He explained that 
r n vy 
ought to be equal to any oth r in the 
w orld-m eaning, 
of

the

1925. 
He 
urged this not in spite of, but because 
of, the fact that “navies must be the 
principal support of a league of nations, 
and the United States from its wealth, 
influence and power w ill be called on 
to contribute a large share of the in­ 
ternational police force to render such 
a league effective." 
That is certainly a more encourag 
ing reason for building warships than 
could be found in any scheme of mere 
competition with tile British navy. 
The American people are doubtless 
willing to go ahead and spend their 
money for such a purpose. 
Such a program, however, implies

building warships until we catch up 
with her, and that the two powers 
shall then go into the world-policing 
business as partners on equal terms. 
If President Wilson can persuade the 
British government to agree to that,

It is a large, tall, bare Ii ill 
which stands out

nels, which open 
into

rooms, both large and small. 
In some 
are im mense stores of dynamite, am ­ 
munition, etc., others have m achinery ^ 
for lighting and heating the under­ 
ground city, which it virtually is, and 
still others furnish sleeping quarters. 
‘‘All of tho tunnels are cut o ut of 
solid rock or clay. Imagine the work 
it m ust have taken. 
From tile top of 
the hill one gets an excellent view of 
tim surrounding 
country.

The craters virtually

“I suppose you people celebrated 
the great new's of the signing of the 
arm istice. It was received here ra th e r 
calmly, without much dem onstration

tom ary means of celebration w ere not 
on hand. W e are miles from any city 
with civilian population and have no 
m eans of getting to any. 
“T here were probably three reasons 
why we took the news so calmly. We 
had been fooled a few’ days previously 
w hen it had been “officially'’ rum ored 
th at an arm istice had been declared. 
T here 
was 
considerable dem o nstra­ 
tion th at night, rockets were set up, 
guns w’ere fired and lights were turned 
on. 
W e w’ere all worked up w ith ex­ 
citem ent and it w’as a rather stunning 
blow to learn that it was all ‘m uch ado; 
about nothing’ and rath er ‘much ado' 
about a questionable rum or that peace 
delegates were on their w’ay to Gen ! 
Foch.’ This was confirmed the follow -' 
ing day, but we were got to be caught 
again by mere rumors. 
Secondly, we j 
were as confident as could be th a t the 
arm istice would be signed lr. th e near; 
future. Thirdly, we were still receiv-j 
ing patients whch m eant that tho war i 
was still on for us. So instead of tho 
event of the signing of the arm istice j 
causing a sudden flare of enthusiasm | 
w’e have been effusing a steady glow 
of appreciation and thankfulness t h a t ' 
th e end is at hand.”

TUSTIN,, Dec. 20.— Some interest­ 
ing letters have been received from 
Private Curtis W are, with the 
91st 
Division, A. E. F.. as Dispatch Courier 
and Officers’ Chauffeur. 
He is a son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Dave Ware of Tus­ 
tin. lie wrote from som ewhere in Bel­ 
gium just before peace came, the first 
letter being dated Oct. 18th. 
Relating 
some of his experiences, he w rites as 
though he was glad to liave the privi-1 
lege of being “in. the gam e” and gives 
expression to his appreciation of what 
Uncle Sam is doing for the boys, with 
highest praise for the wrork of the Red 
Cross and sim ilar organizations. The 
91st Dvision w as in the Argonne For­ 
est fight and two other battles. Ware 
speaks of his own good fortune in 
getting through the terrible ordeals 
unhurt, and of his delight at m eeting 
an old playfellow 
and 
neighbor 
of 
Tustin. Sam Ward. 
Following some personal m atters to 
his mother, lie sa$F: 
“Don’t worry 
yourself about my welfare in regard 
to clothing, for the governm ent fur­ 
nishes the men with practically every- 
thing necessary for the welfare and 
upkeep of ttie men in the service. Man­ 
power is what 
the governm ent de­ 
pends on to fight its way through, so 
it stands to reason th at if clothing, 
chow or medical attention were neg­ 
lected in any way the endurance of 
the men 
would 
be 
a 
failure. 
Of 
course, there a re tim es when we may 
suffer hardships for a short period, but 
such is to be expected as part of the 
game. 
“It was certainly a pleasure several 
flays ago to be one of the many who 
endured our first successful w ar strug­ 
gle uninjured and healthy, and motor 
back from the ruins on No-man’s land 
through some beautiful and productive 
country into French civilization again; 
where we stayed for a short period 
and are at present changing locatons 
again. 
While I was m aking one of 
my trp s I had the good luck of ru n ­ 
ning across Sam W ard. 
Believe me. 
we were both equally surprised 
to 
meet over here and certainly made the 
best of our opportunity by a delight­ 
ful visit and exchange of experiences. 
He is in good health and pretty well 
satisfied with the Q. M. outfit he was 
with. 
“ He said Ralph Mitchell was in the 
Motorcycle Courier service 
in 
Mar- 
sailles which is th e sam e line of ser­ 
vice I am doing except that he is per­ 
m anently located in peaceable te rri­ 
tory. This service at the front is finite 
a job— plowing through 
mud, 
shell- 
holes, barbed wire, and in the m ean­ 
while trying to dodge shrapnel 
and 
all sorts of missiles and look out for 
gas, shells, etc. 
“ Peace 
talk 
here 
sounds pretty 
strong at tim es and our methods of 
w arfare are chasing the Huns out of 
exstence. 
The war will be over some 
time. 
.“ You mentioned the Red Cross. Just 
figure tile benefits of 
the 
proceeds 
which are circulated am ong thousands 
of men in the governm ent service and 
the destitute and needy.In fact, 
the 
Red Cross is practically the only or­ 
ganization of its kind which in my ex­
